When is Daylight Savings Time coming 


back? 


We've gotten several calls on this in the 


last couple of days, Editor Bob Armistead 
says. 


The date is not yet certain, as the 


Associated Press story on Pg. 8-B today 
indicates. If Congress takes no action, DST 
will become effective again April 25. 


However, the Senate is considering 


whether to extend DST from six months to 
eight months. If that happens, it will begin 
again March 7. 


What is the law in regard to stopping at a 


stop sign where there is no line? Is it the 
front, middle, or back of the car or is it two 
or three car lengths past the sign or what? 
There is a dangerous situation now 
existing at the intersection where North 
Beaton St., North 13th Avenue, and the 
new Northwood Blvd. extension come 
together. Many cars make no attempt at 
all to stop, and those that do run past the 
sign so as to block any entrance from 
North Beaton into Northwood. 


The law stipulates that your car must 


stop with the front end even with the stop 
sign, according to Police Chief Don 
Massey. But after stopping, it is legal for 
cars to pull up and stop in order to wait on 
traffic. 


Although the intersection is a bit con- 


fusing, Massey said there has been only 
one accident there that he can recall, and 
that involved a drinking driver. 


City engineers have been given the go- 


ahead on plans to install traffic buttons on 
all three of those converging streets in 
order to channel the traffic better and 
eliminate some confusion, Massey said. 


When 
installed, 
the 
buttons 
will 


designate separate lanes of traffic for 
those turning and those continuing straight 
on all three streets, he indicated. 


What, exactly, are the so-called child 


labor laws? I see children working all the 
time, including for your paper. Do kids 
have to be 18 to hold a job? 


No, certain jobs can be held by children 


at ages under 18. Generally, youths 18- 
years-old or younger may hold jobs con- 
sidered "non-hazardous" by the Secretary 
of Labor. 


The Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 


specifies the following breakdown by age: 


18-year-old—any job at any time for 


unliminted hours, hazardous 
or non- 


liazardous. 


16-years-old—any 
job 
except 
those 


declared hazardous by the Secretary of 
Labor. 


14 
and 
15-years-old—various 
non- 


manufacturing, nonmining, nonhazardous 
jobs, for no more than three hours a school 
day, 18 hours a school week; eight hours a 
non-school day, 40 hours a non-school 
week. Also, they cannot work before 7 a.m. 
or after 7 p.m., except from June 1 to 
Labor Day, when evening hours are ex- 
tended to 9 p.m. 


However, youths of any age may deliver 


newspapers, act or perform in television, 
movies, radio, and theatrical productions; 
work for parents in their solely owned, 
nonfarm business (except in manufac- 
turing .and hazardous jobs); 
gather 


evergreens and make evergreen wreaths. 


Youths are entitled to minimum wage 


and, in most cases, overtime pay. 


Violations of this law carry a $1,000 fine 


per violation, and farm-related jobs carry 
different stipulations. 


Less than minimum wage may be paid 


full-time students, student learners, and 
apprentices, if a special certificate so 
allowing has been obtained by the em- 
ployer from the department of Labor. 


I recently bought some merchandise 


from a door-to-door salesman. The product 
didn't do what the man said it would. How 
can I complain, and who can I complain 
to? The Better Business Bureau in Dallas 
told me to contact the company who made 
the product, but I don't know where they 
are. 


You can contact the Direct Selling 


Association, which describes itself as "a 
national trade association which serves as 
the spokesman for its 100-plus 'personal 
selling' member companies." 


Member companies include firms which 


utilize the door-to-door method of sales, 
the "party plan" approach, the route plan, 
and the advance appointment system of 
selling. 


Although not specifically established to 


handle consumer complaints, one of the 
objectives of the company is to "establish 
and promote a code of ethics to which all 
members adhere and which binds the 
companies to conduct business fairly, 
taking steps to correct 
any improper 


practices brought to their attention." 


Incidentally, the DSA 
advises con- 


sumers to ask for identification from any 
salesman that shows the salesperson's 
name, local address and the company he 
or she represents. 


You didn't mention the product by name, 


so Action Line was unable to determine if 
the company is a member of the DSA or 
not. 
But they urge you to "report any 


unfair selling practices to the company 
involved, the Direct Selling Association 
and the better Business Bureau."

Nixon denies criticism 
meant., Taiwan rapped 


PEKING (AP) — Richard 


Nixon today denied criticizing 
the Helsinki Declaration or ap- 
plauding a song calling for the 
"liberation" of Taiwan during 
his visit to Peking. 


"My God," he said to an aide 


when asked about the con- 
troversy 
over the toast he 


made at a banquet Sunday 
night, "I've used that state- 
ment a dozen times before and 
I used it in a general context. 
It could apply to the United Na- 
tions charter or the Shanghai 
Communique 
or any 
inter- 


national document." 


The statement referred to by 


Nixon was interpreted in some 
quarters as criticism of Presi- 
dent Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger for 
joining the Soviet Union in the 
Helsinki agreement 
on Eu- 


ropean security and coopera- 
tion. 


Nixon in his toast talked 


about the Shanghai Commu- 
nique he signed four years ago 
with the late Premier Chou En- 
lai and then commented: 


"There are, of course, some 


who believe that the mere act 
of signing a statement of prin- 
ciples or a diplomatic confer- 
ence will bring instant and last- 
ing peace. This is naive. There 
cannot and will not be lasting 
and secure peace until every 
nation in the world respects the 
security and independence of 
every other nation large or 
small." 
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Several State Department of- 


ficials were angered by Nixon's 
comment, but both Kissinger 
and the White House said after 
reading the full text of the 
toast, they did not interpret it 
as a criticism. 


Nixon also denied that when 


he applauded during a concert 


Monday night, he was clapping 
for a song calling for the ouster 
of the Nationalist Chinese re- 
gime from Taiwan. 


"Like hell I did," he said. "I 


didn't really stand. It was just 
a gentleman-to-a-lady gesture. I 
stood for a lady who was stand- 
ing, not for the song." 


CONCORD, N.H. (AP) — 


President Ford edged out Ron- 
ald Reagan in New Hamp- 
shire's leadoff primary, and 
Jimmy Carter strengthened his 
claim to frontrunner 
status 


with a comfortable triumph in 
the crowded Democratic field. 


With 
only partial 
returns 


from one precinct missing in 
what had been a night-long see- 
saw race, Ford had 54,786 or 51 
per cent to Reagan's 53,544 or 
49 per cent. 


Former Georgia Gov. Carter 


defeated four major candidates 
on Tuesday's Democratic bal- 
lot. 
His 
percentage 
total 


dropped one point to 29 per 
cent in late returns today. Ari- 
zona Rep. Morris K. Udall was 
second with 24 per cent and In- 
diana Sen. Birch Bayh was 
third with 16 per cent. 


Ford said today his victory in 


the New Hampshire primary is 
"a great springboard" to the 
Republican nomination and to 
victory in the November presi- 
dential election. 


"If we win a couple more, 


and I think we will, we'll be 
ready for the finals, and I think 
we'll win there, too," Ford told 
a meeting of his senior staff at 
the White House. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said New Hamp- 
shire was Reagan's "best state 
in the North. He went all out in 
campaigning ... He gave it his 
best shot and couldn't win it." 


But a tired Reagan told a 


postmidnight news conference 
before the final results were in 
that "I feel what's happened 
tonight is a victory." He 
claimed at least a moral victo- 
ry compared with his stated 
pre-election goal of 40 per cent 
of the vote. 


Leaving his hotel in Concord 


this 
morning, 
Reagan 
was 


asked whether he was still 
claiming victory over President 
Ford. 


"I certainly am," he said. 


"No one has ever done this to 
an incumbent. I think it's great 
and we'll go on from here." 


Presidential adviser Rogers 


Morton, a former Ford cabinet 
member, scoffed at claims that 
Reagan's 49 per cent showing 
was actually a victory. 


"There seems to be a lot of 


rhetoric about the advantages 
of coming in second in this pri- 
mary ... I heard the Demo- 
cratic 
candidates 
say 
they 


achieved all their goals when 
they ran second and third," 
Morton said on NBC's "Today" 
show. "This is a new politics. 
I've always felt that it's was 
better to win." 


Carter, 
who like 
Reagan 


waged a campaign against the 
Washington 
establishment, 


flashed a victory sign to cheer- 
ing supporters in a Manchester 
hotel ballroom and declared he 
would win the Democratic nom- 
ination on the first ballot. 


Appearing on the "Today" 


show, Carter said today that he 
was satisfied with the outcome 
in New Hampshire. 


"We were hoping to come in 


first or second. I thought we 
would for the last month or 
two. This is a good indictation 
that in New England I can do 
well." 


Carter said he would run an 


active campaign in advance of 
the March 2 Massachusetts pri- 
mary. But, in an interview on 
the CBS "Morning News," said 
opposition from Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace will provide 
the "big test" for him when the 
two Southerners meet in the 
Florida primary on March 9. 


Carter said Wallace must do 


as well in Florida as he did in 
1972 when he won the primary. 
Carter added, "I'm convinced 
and determined that he will not 
do as well in '76 as he did in 
'72." 


Like Carter, Udall had cam- 


paigned in New Hampshire for 
more than a year. Udall said 
his showing vaulted him to the 
front of the liberal pack. 


The "beauty contest" presi- 


dential preference votes, which 
are nonbinding, attracted the 
spotlight in the nation's first 


primary. But voters also cast 
ballots for 17 Democratic and 
21 Republican delegates to the 
national party conventions. 


In that category, despite the 


closeness of the 
preference 


votes, delegates 
pledged 
to 


Ford were leading 19-2. Dele- 
gates pledged to Carter held 13 
seats and Udall had 4.

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Jury finds girl, 11, delinquent

It took 22 minutes this mor- 


ning for seven women and five 
men to find Elizabeth Ann 
White guilty of burglary of a 
habitation and not guilty of 
unauthorized use of a vehicle, 
ending a hearing of a day and a 
half in Juvenile Court here. 


By their ruling the jury finds 


Miss'White a child engaged in 
delinquent practice. She is 
thereby subject to a disposition 
from 
Juvenile 
Judge 
Don 


Nicholson, who will take this 
action when notified by court- 
appointed 
attorney 
Don 


Pevehouse of his readiness to 
continue the hearing. 


AS DISTRICT Clerk C. 0. 


Curington read the verdict, the 
11-year-old girl, standing alone, 
lapped nervously on the table 
but showed no visible signs of 
emotion at the decision. 


Miss White will remain in 


custody in the county's juvenile 
detention center until a hearing 
on the disposition is held. She 
has been there for more than 
two months now. 


Nicholson urged Peveliouse to 


be ready for this hearing as "as 
soon as feasibly possible" to 
bring the matter to a close. 


One key issue during the 


hearing was a statement Miss 
White signed concerning the 
burglary. 


PEVEHOUSE, 
told jurors 


that being so young, Miss White 
did 
not 
"knowingly, 
in- 


telligently or voluntarily" sign 
the statement. He also argued 


there was a lack of evidence 
presented by the prosecution. 


Assistant District Attorney 


David Ralston, representing the 
state, however, contended that 
Miss White was an eyewitness 
to the burglary and "signed a 
statement and told us what 
happened." 


Ralston said the 11-year-old 


needs supervision and that the 
judge could not help her unless 
she was found delinquent. 


During the testimony, which 


ended Tuesday, Miss White 
denied both of the accusations 
brought against her though she 
became confused under cross- 
examination as to the dates of 
the alleged crimes. 


She steadfastly denied the 


earlier testimony of JP W.H. 
Tip ton, who said that he had 
read her rights on Dec. 16, the 
day after she had been picked 
up in connection with the house 
burglary. 


TIPTON, LIKE MANY of the 


witnesses, 
testified 
twice 


regarding the statement Miss 
White signed at that time — 
once with the jury out of the 
court room and once with it in 
the jury box. Nicholson ruled 
that the statement was ad- 
missible over 
Pevehouse's 


exception. 


The lawyers repeatedly got 


the jury excluded to iron out 
legal points in the case. 


According to Tipton, he ad- 


vised Miss White of her rights in 
the presence 
of Corsicana 


juvenile officer Lewis Palos, 
who then took her to the jail 
conference room and recorded 


a statement from her admitting 
that she and a friend had taken 
clothing, cameras, money and 
several other items from Mrs. 
Barbara Cade's apartment at 
South Park Garden. 


According to the statement, 


Miss White stole the apartment 
key from Mrs. Cade while at 
church with the woman. Then 
she and her friend used the key 
to enter the apartment and take 
the articles. 


Tipton, whose sequence of 


events was corroborated by 
Palos, said that he then read 
Miss White the statement, 
asked her if she understood, 
presumed she did when she 
answered affirmatively and 
then asked her to sign the 
statement, which she did. 


BUT, 
DURING 
her 


testimony, Miss White said that 
while Palos read the statement 
aloud to her after he had taken 
it down, Tipton only read it to 
himself and then told her to sign 
it. 


Miss White's confusion as to 


when this took place was 
revealed 
during 
Ralston's 


cross-examination. She held 
that it happened after she had 
been picked up in connection 
with the auto theft on Dec. 19. 
The statement was dated Dec. 
16. 


The young girl, while being 


questioned by Pevehouse, a;iid 
that the other 
young girl 


committed the burglary and 
that she, Miss White, didn't 
know the articles had been 
stolen until stopped by the 


police about six hours after the 
crime was discovered. She 
explained that the other girl told 
her she was picking up some of 
her belongings from an aunt. 


Miss White also maintained 


that she doesn't understand the 
language of the statement. 


During 
corss-examination, 


Ralston tried unsuccessfully to 
get Miss White to say she had 
changed her mind about the 
statement during the past two 
months she has spent in the 
juvenile detention center. 


AT ONE POINT, he asked her 


why the jury should believe her 
testimony now as opposed to the 
statement 
from 
two months 


ago. He prodded her to say that 
she had changed her mind 
during the interim, but she said 
she didn't. 


The state's case against 


Miss White in the unauthorized 
use of a vehicle incident was 
based on the testimony of 
policeman Ronnie Brewer. He 
said that on the night of the 
incident, the early hours of Dec. 
19, he picked up Miss White 
dressed like the suspect he saw 
fleeing from the auto belonging 


• to Charlie Ross. 


The girl denied ever having 


driven a car, saying she doesn't 
know how to drive. She also said 
she doesn't own any gray pants 
like those the suspect in the 
incident was wearing. She did 
say she was wearing pants like 
those of one of the women on the 
jury. Those pants were dark 
gray. 


Brewer 
agreed 
with 


Pevehouse that he had not seen 
Miss White as the driver of the 
auto. 


Pevehouse 
twice protested 


the manner of the arrest for the 
burglary, saying a warrant was 
needed and there wasn't one. He 
was trying to get the court to 
suppress the stolen articles as 
evidence. Nicholson overruled 
him. 


CORSICANA 
PATROLMAN 


Frank Parhm, who made the 
initial arrest, said he took the 
two girls into custody after 
seeing them in an auto with the 
stolen articles in the back seat. 


Pevehouse also objected that 


the girl was never read her 
rights when picked up as the 
suspect in the car theft. Brewer 
explained that he took her to the 
hospital to treat a cut on her 
foot. 


Ralston also pointed out that 


it was the defense, not the State, 
which has made the motions 
which have prolonged the case, 
resulting 
in Miss White's 


detention for over two months.

Oil official says 


industry must 


win confidence 


DALLAS (AP)—A major oil 


company 
official 
says 
the 


American public no longer be- 
lieves the oil industry spokes- 
men who insist that there is an 
energy crisis, and that the in- 
dustry must act to regain the 
consumers' confidence. 


To do that, C. H. Hardesty 


Jr. told a conference on world 
economy Tuesday sponsored by 
the Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce, 
the 
industry 
must 


"clean up its own house" and 
rid itself of bribery and corrup- 
tion. 


"The credibility gap between 


the oil industry and the Ameri- 
can public is now so great that 
the industry cannot do the job 
of 
convincing ... the public 


as to the true nature of our 
energy dilemma," said Hard- 
esty, vice chairman of Conti- 
nental Oil Co. (Conoco). 


Hardesty said there is plenty 


of energy supplies on a world- 
wide basis, there is a surplus of 
refining capacity and natural 
gas shortages are less than an- 
ticipated thus creating a feeling 
of security that could make it 
easier "to put off difficult and 
critical decisions on energy pol- 


icy. 


The loss of credibility, he 


said, has made it possible for 
some congressmen to come up 
with 
legislation that would 


break up the large oil com- 
panies. 


But the energy problem, he 


said, is still there, and the pub- 
lic will not accept the facts 
from the oil industry. 


He asked the industry to 


"openly report our reserves, 
our profits and all the statistics 
that are essential to intelligent 
analysis and planning. We can 
no longer live with the er- 


roneous charge that industry is 
hiding or holding back supplies 
to increase its profits. 


"We must rid ourselves of 


and and openly condemn bribe- 
ry End corruption in the busi- 
ness community." 


He chided the industry for 


presenting conflicting reports 
made by major oil companies, 
independent producers, dealers 
and mdepent marketers. 


He said that as the industry 


tries to convince lobby groups 
that it is competitive, that prof- 
its are not excessive and that 
divestiture would deal a severe 


blow to future energy develop- 
ment, the public is not listen- 
ing. 


"It is listening to Ralph Na- 


der," he added. 


Hardesty 
said 
divestiture 


would bring "chaos''for years. 


Another conference speaker, 


Federal Reserve Board gover- 
nor Philip W. Coldwell, said 
that if banks quit taking risks 
as a result of recent publicity 
about their problems, the eco- 
nomic 
recovery 
could 
be 


aborted. 


Coldwell criticized congress- 


men and the press for trying to 


publish lists of banks under 
regulatory surveillance. 


He said that such disclosures 


would not be understood by the 
public and would undermine ef- 
forts by the banks to return to 
"solid footing." 


"Some appear to view the 


published problems of some 
banks as a reflection of a poor 
job of regulation," he said. 
"From our standpoint, the fact 
that there is a list of banks re- 
quiring special surveillance is 
evidence we have been watch- 
ing the banks with a great deal 
of care." 


Five killed 


in suburb 


of Fort Worth 


BLUE MOUND, Tex. ( A H » - 


Gregg Joplin says the 17-year- 
old youth he shot and killed 
late Monday night was his 
friend. At least until then. 


"I considered Terry Trice a 


good friend until last night," 
Joplin, said Tuesday. 


Blue Mound Police 
Chief 


Gary Erwin said it "appears" 
Trice used a .303 British En- 
field carbine to shoot to death 
Joplin's parents, Wayne, a 42- 
year-old can company machin- 


ist, and Fae, 40, and his broth- 
ers, Brian, 17, and Kevin, 6. 


Joplin walked into his frame 


house in mis suburb of Fort 
Worth Monday night after a 
visit to his nearby aunt's to 
find his mother crumpled in the 
hallway near the front door. 


In an interview with the Fort 


Worth Star-Telegram Tuesday, 
Joplin said Trice, who lived 
three blocks from the Joplins in 
this town of 2,800, had visited 
the Joplin home only a few 
days ago. 


"We played basketball just a 


couple or three weeks ago," 
Joplin said. 


Joplin said when he opened 


the door to his house Monday 


night he saw his mother lying 
nearby and "... I just knew 
she was hurt bad." 


The 20-year-old surveyor with 


a Fort Worth firm said his .22 
caliber rifle was in the corner 
behind the door. He found am- 
munition in a field jacket hang- 
ing near the gun. 


"I heard someone moving 


around," Joplin said. "It seems 
like I said, 'Who is it?' nr 
something like that." 


"I put a round in my rifle 


and I saw someone cross my 
line of vision and he had a 
rifle, too. 


"I stepped toward him a 


couple 
of steps 
and 
said: 


'Freeze!' and when he didn't I 
shot him. 


"He fell. I dropped my rifle 


and walked over to an end 
table and turned on a light. I 
went to a phone by the light 
and I saw my Dad there. There 
was blood all over the hall." 


"I called the police, then I 


ran outside and about the next 
hour and a half isn't there. I 
understand I got pretty hys- 
terical." 


Joplin was taken to a Fort 


Worth hospital where he was

The construction budget is the 


largest in the Company's 64- 
year history. 


During 1976, TP&L 
will 


continue 
construction 
of 


numerous 
power 
plants 


designed to reduce the com- 
pany's reliance on natural gas 
as a boiler fuel. 


Because of dwindling natural 


gas supplies, TP&L is now 
focusing on other fuel sources— 
lignite and nuclear—for future 
electric power production. 


The Comanche Peak nuclear 


plant now under construction 
near Glen Rose will consist of 
two 
1,150,000-kilowatt 


generating units and will be 
owned jointly by TP&L, Dallas 
Power & Light Company and 
Texas Electric Service Com- 
pany. The first unit is scheduled 
for operation in 1980, and the 
second in 1982. The companies 
also will build a 3,200-acre lake 
at the plant site. Lake water will 
be used for cooling purposes. 


Scheduled to be placed in 


operation in the more im- 
mediate future are four lignite- 
fueled plants, including one in 
Henderson County. 


Forest 
Grove, 
Henderson 


County, will have one 750,000- 
kilowatt generating 
unit in 


service prior to the peak season 
of 1981. TP&L will own 20 per 
cent of this facility; the other 80 
per cent will be owned by DP&L 
and TESCO. 


All of the new lignite plants 


are being constructed adjacent 
to lignite deposits estimated to 
be sufficient for the service life 
of the units. 


By 1983, when the lignite-fuel 


plants now under construction 
or in design stages are com- 
pleted, an estimated 67 per cent 
of TP&L's energy requirements 
will be supplied by lignite, 
compared with about 13 per 
cent in 1974. Nuclear will fur- 
nish 12 per cent of the Com- 
pany's power needs, with gas 
and oil accounting for only 21 
per cent. Lignite-fueled power 
plants cost more than twice as 
much per kilowatt to build as 
gas-or oil-fueled plants.

Social security pays monthly 


benefits to eligible workers and 
their families if the worker is 
severely disabled and cannot 
work for a year or more. 
Payment begins with the 6th full 
month of disability, but it isn't 
necessary to wait that long to 
apply. 


"Back payments can only be 


made for up to 12 months," 
Helmer 
said. 
"So 
disabled 


workers shouldn't delay their 
application, even if they're not 
sure 
they'll 
qualify 
for 


payments. About one of every 12 
workers getting social security 
disability payments misses out 
on some payments because he 
applied too late." 


Disabled 
workers 
who 


haven't applied for 
benefits 


should call any social security 
office as soon as possible, ac- 
cording to Helmer. "Or, they 
can ask a friend or relative to 
make the call," lie said. 


Social 
security 
disability 


benefits are paid to over 2.3 
million disabled workers and 
over 1.7 million dependents. The 
average payment is $224 a 
month. Disabled people who 
have been entitled to social 
security disability benefits for 
24 consecutive months or more 
are eligible for Medicare health 
insurance.
